NMTI SIK IN BRIEF 


The railroads of 
the northwest 
are just beginning to shoulder the 
annual burden of handling the new 
crop, which will keep them busy for 
several months. 
So far 
only the 
lines reaching southern 
Minnesota 
and South Dakota have had a chance 
to haul any new 
wheat, although 
some lines in the north have been 
carrying rye to market. 
It will be 
at least two weeks before there will 
be much of a movement from the 
northwest in general and it will be 
some time next 
month and 
the 
month following before the railroads 
will begin to be “ rushed." 
From the fact th at the yield gen­ 
erally in the northwest will not be 
as large as usual, although condi­ 
tions are considerably better than 
reported a few weeks ago, and rail­ 
roads have been getting additional 
power and cars, such a thing as a car 
shortage will be unknown this fall. 
At no time have the railroads of the 
northwest been in better Fhape for 
taking care of the crop movement, 
although, as usual, the congestion at 
the terminals cannot be avoided. 
The Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. 
Paul is hauling into the Minneapolis 
terminals an average of twenty cars 
of new wheat a day. 
The grain is J 
coming from its lines in the south­ 
ern part of South Dakota, with a 
little from the northern part of South 
Dakota, and southern Minnesota. It 
is estimated that from now on un­ 
til August 2-> there will be a gain of 
five cars a day on this road. 
After 
that the usual fall 
movement will 
begin.

crop brought by the Northern Pacific 
as vet has been

points west of Fargo, N. D. 
Thresh­ 
ing is quite general in the eastern 
part of North Dakota.
